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Open bidding extends to services in 1991 


Services procurement opportu- 
nities will become part of Supply 
and Services Canada’s (SSC) Open 
Bidding initiative January 1, 1991, 
making it easier for Canadian 
suppliers to gain entry into the 
federal government market. 


Beginning in the new year, 
specified services requirements 
valued at $25,000 or more will 
appear in the daily Government 
Business Opportunities (GBO) 
publication and on the Procure- 
ment Opportunities Board (POB), 
an electronic information 
exchange which suppliers can 
access easily using a personal 
computer (see The Supplier, 
No.8). A second set of new 
services opportunities will begin 
April 1, 1991 (see chart, page 7). 


When the addition of competitive 
services requirements worth 
$25,000 or more is complete in 
April, a further 5,000 new 
opportunities will have been 
added to Open Bidding — an 
increase of 50 per cent. 


The POB/GBO will list profes- 
sional services procurements for 
suppliers across Canada in areas 
such as management training, 
commercial testing laboratory 
services, engineering and quality 
assurance services. As well, 
opportunities for systems 


integration and third party 
maintenance of EDP hardware and 
for software will be included. 


Suppliers will also be made more 
fully aware of business south of 
the border after January 1, when 
free trade opportunities from the 
United States are added to the 
POB. Until now, these oppor- 
tunities were only available in the 
GBO, but once on the POB, they 
will be even easier to access. 


These changes are the latest 
initiatives in SSC’s effort to make 
Canadian businesses more

That was one of the goals 
I set when I became Minister of 
Supply and Services nearly two 
years ago and it’s one I’m still 
pursuing. 


I’m looking forward to meeting 
with many more of you in the 
coming months at seminars 
organized by our regional offices 
and the department’s Centre for 
Supplier Promotion. I’m sure that 
those of you who have attended the 
Centre’s events in the past have 
found them to be a useful and 
practical way of finding out how 
we can help each other. Let’s 
celebrate the first anniversary of 
the Centre’s activities by making 
sure we make them work, and 
make them better. Keep those 
comments and suggestions coming.

All the more reason to 
continue the spirit of mutual 
cooperation we have enjoyed in 
the past.

Seminars insightful, say suppliers 


The Supplier Promotion Program 
is receiving high marks from the 
business community for its series 
of seminars explaining better 
ways to participate in the 
procurement process. 


The Supplier Promotion Semi- 
nars are conducted by SSC staff 
across Canada, and are designed 
to improve suppliers’ under- 
standing of the procurement 
process and advise businesses on 
how to compete for a share of the 
federal government market. 


In addition, our regional offices 
are working closely with 
Chambers of Commerce and other 
business organizations to update 
suppliers on the latest procure- 
ment initiatives. 


By the end of 1990, more than 
100 sessions will have been 
attended by both new and 
experienced suppliers. 


Two levels of seminars currently 
exist, with 35 topics that can be 
tailored to meet specific supplier 
needs in each region. “Let’s Do 
Business” (Level I) provides 
new and potential suppliers 
with basic information on how 
to sell to the federal government. 
“Let’s Do Business Better’ (Level 
II) targets the more experienced 
supplier with specific advice on 
how to deal with SSC effectively 
and efficiently. 


Open Bidding continues to be a 
central theme at every seminar, 
focussing on the Procurement 
Opportunities Board (POB). The 
POB, an electronic bulletin board 
introduced by SSC last year, 
gives suppliers immediate access 
to procurement opportunities. 
(see The Supplier, No. 8). 


A sample of the topics which can 
be discussed in the seminars 


includes: how to market to the 
federal government; standing 
offers; how to write a better 
proposal; product qualification; 
and an overview of the procure- 
ment process. 


Seminar evaluations have 
elicited praise from suppliers 
who have attended, and have 
identified additional topic areas 
of interest. 


The Supplier Promotion Program 
was launched in 1989, after 
Supply and Services Canada 
recognized the need for a more 
co-ordinated approach to 
informing business about 
procurement. Consequently, the 
Centre for Supplier Promotion 
was established to organize, 


develop and produce the 
information packages and other 
support materials used by SSC 
staff at the seminars. 


While seminars are a large part of 
its mandate, the Centre has 
increasingly become a common 
referral point for businesses 
seeking information about SSC 
and its procurement programs.

Phase-out of Federal Sales Tax: 


Impact on Contract Prices 


The Goods and Services Tax 
(GST) will take effect on 

January 1, 1991 according to the 
proposed schedule. On the same 
date, the Federal Sales Tax (FST) 
will come to an end. When this 
happens, prices in government 
contracts and standing offers will 
be adjusted to reflect the change. 


Adjustments will not be required 
on contracts that are “FST Extra” 
or “FST Exempt”. Similarly, 
contracts which have all 
deliveries completed before elim- 
ination of the FST requir no 
amendment. In all other contracts 
and standing offers, however, 
Supply and Services Canada 
(SSC) will seek price reductions 
that reflect your savings as a 
result of the end of the FST. 


Detailed renegotiation of 
contracts valued at less than 
$25,000 is not cost 
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effective in most cases. However, 
price reductions should apply to 
these contracts. Therefore, SSC 
and its customer departments 
expect you to adjust the prices on 
your invoices for any such 
contracts with deliveries to be 
made after the GST comes into 
effect. We will accept appropriate 
and reasonable reductions in 
price in place of formal 
renegotiation. 


If you pay the FST directly you 
should reduce the price by the 
full amount of the FST which 
applies to your products. 


It may be difficult to calculate 
the amount of FST present in 
current prices. The document 
FST Inventory Rebate, provided 
by Revenue Canada as part of the 
transition from the FST to the 
GST, may provide the 
basis for calculation. 
Information on this 
rebate will be sent to 
you by Revenue Canada 
when you register for 
the GST. Revenue 
Canada’s publication 
GST Memorandum- 
900 explains it in 
detail. 


Another source of 
information will 
be your own 
suppliers. 
Reductions in 
costs due to the 
disappearance 
of the FST 
should also be 
passed on to 
government 
purchasers. 
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The amount of the reduction 
must be shown separately for 
each item on your invoices. This 
will let us know that you have 
made the necessary adjustments 
and ensure timely processing of 
your invoices. 


If the consignee department or 
agency is concerned about the 
reduction shown on your 
invoice, it will be referred to 
Supply and Services Canada. We 
will then deal with it in detail. 
This may delay the processing of 
your invoice while SSC nego- 
tiates a proper price reduction. 


SSC contracting officers will be 
contacting suppliers directly to 
deal with contracts for more 
than $25,000. We will be 
renegotiating these contracts 
on a case by case basis. 


Supply and Services Canada 
issues contracts on behalf of 
150 government departments 
and agencies. Many of these 
departments and agencies also 
issue contracts on their own 
behalf. This notice deals only 
with contracts SSC has issued. 
Other departments and agencies 
may also contact you about the 
contracts they have issued. 


You may direct any questions on 
this procedure to the Supply and 
Services Canada contracting 
officer responsible for your 
contract(s). 


Procurement documents to be simplified 


Government procurement docu- 
ments will soon be much more 
concise and easier to read. 


General and supplemental 
conditions will simply be referred 
to in contractual documents by 
number and title instead of being 
printed fully, following the April 
1991 publication of The Standard 
Acquisition Clauses and 
Conditions Reference Manual. 


This initiative is intended to 
shorten documents, make it easier 
to find the more important 
information particular to 
individual requirements, and lower 
printing and distribution costs. 


Suppliers and customers will be 
responsible for looking up the 
references cited in tenders or con- 
tracts. Free access to the manual 
will be available through the 
library depository system and all 
SSC offices across the country. 
Suppliers can also purchase copies 
of the publication, in print or on 
computer disk, through the Canada 
Communication Group’s 
Publishing Division. Government 
clients will be provided with 
copies by SSC. 


The contents of the manual will 
also be accessible through the 


Supply and Services Canada 
makes all government publi- 
cations available to the public at 
no charge through the Depository 
Services Program. Under this 
program full depository libraries 
receive one free copy of every 
government publication. Selective 
depository libraries receive one

service, enabling users to 
download the information to 
their own computer. 


Most users will quickly become 
familiar with the standard 
references, minimizing the need 
to look them up for every 
contract. Some, such as the 
Discretionary Audit clause, will 
already be familiar to most people 


free copy of every publication 
they select from the Weekly 
Checklist of Canadian 
Government Publications. 


Staff at any public library can 


provide the address of the nearest 


depository library or arrange for 
an inter-library loan.

This 
includes routinely invoked 
conditions, such as the South 
Africa condition, employment 
equity and Canadian content 
requirements.

FEDNOR sessions focus on quality 


management 


More than 400 representatives 
from Northern Ontario 
companies attended a series of 
sessions in November on the 
importance of quality 
management certification in 
securing international business 
and sales to government and 
large corporations. 


The Management of Quality 
seminars were designed by the 
FEDNOR Procurement Initiative, 
developed by Supply and 
Services Canada (SSC), within 
FEDNOR Secretariat of Industry, 
Science, and Technology (ISTC). 
These sessions were co-hosted by 
FEDNOR and the Ontario 
Ministry of Industry, Trade and 
Technology (MITT), with the sup- 
port of local economic develop- 
ment corporations. Seminars 
were conducted in Thunder Bay, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Sudbury, North 
Bay and Timmins. 


Dr. Dennis Coffey of the 
Standards Council of Canada 
discussed the implications of 
standards in trade and how 
certification to recognized 
standards can increase 
penetration into national and 
international markets. The 
procedures and requirements for 
obtaining and maintaining 
certification were outlined, and 
the role of the various standards 
organizations was discussed. 


Representatives of Algoma Steel, 
UTDC Can-Car. Ltd., Fabrene, 
Falconbridge/Kidd Creek and 
INCO discussed the importance 
of quality assurance certifica- 
tion in meeting the purchasing 
requirements of their respec- 
tive firms. In addition, 


representatives of the Canadian 
General Standards Board, 

the Canadian Standards 
Association/Quality Management 
Institute, Underwriter’s 
Laboratories of Canada and 

the Canadian 

Gas Associ- 

ation were on 

hand to discuss 

the standards 

development 

process and 


organizations. 


“FEDNOR’s 

Quality Management Initiative 
recognizes the importance of 
quality certification to Northern 
Ontario businesses who want to 
expand their markets to major 
corporations, governments, 

and international markets,” 
says Leo Bernier, Chairman of 
the FEDNOR Board. 


“FEDNOR can provide direct 
assistance to firms who want 

to take advantage of the 
opportunities provided by 
implementing quality 
management programs,” he adds. 


FEDNOR and National Research 
Council officials provided 
information on programs 
available to assist Northern 
Ontario manufacturers in 
establishing quality control 
management systems. Also 
discussed was FEDNOR’s 
financial assistance available 
for marketing studies, 
quality management plans, 
and equipment purchases. 


These sessions were designed to 
provide an awareness of the 
importance of quality 
management, and assistance 
available to Northern Ontario 
suppliers.

competitive by opening up the 
federal procurement market to 
firms whether or not they are on 
an SSC source list. Open Bidding 
on the POB has proven to be a 
simple, effective tool. Suppliers 
can access the board and decide 
to bid on the requirements that 
suit their capabilities without 
having to wait for an invitation. 


The expansion of Open Bidding 
has depended on its usefulness to 
suppliers. A pilot project targeted 
at selected suppliers and science 
and informatics professional 
services valued at $25,000 or 
more was launched in November 
1989. It proved so successful, the 
project was extended in early 
1990 to cover the majority of 
competitive transactions 
involving goods —and a few 
services — worth $25,000 

or more. 


Adding services to the list in 
1991 is part of the continuing 
evolution of the Open Bidding 
initiative. Future expansion in 
1991 may include adding notifi- 
cation of more international 
opportunities to the POB such 
as Third World requirements 
financed by multilateral institu- 
tions such as the World Bank. 


It takes from three to six weeks 
for a new supplier to become 
accredited to use the POB 
system. Application forms are 
available through Telecom 
Canada’s iNet 2000 service at 
1-800-267-8480 or through the 
Open Bidding Hotline number. 
Once the application is 
processed, an accredited user 
will receive an information 
network user reference card, 
along with instructions for 
using the POB.
